U. S. Cannot Compete 
With Soviet Discipline

WASHINGTON.—The dismay, the 
chagrin, the anger, and, yes, the 
sympathy so evident in the crowded 
hearing room as young Charles Van 
Doren testified a re the emotions that 
will be felt everywhere with the c li­ 
max of this national tragedy. 
It is not less than that. As with 
everything 
that 
happens 
on 
the 
American stage, this cannot help but 
have international implications. 
The enemies of America around 
the world, and the roster is by no 
means limited to the Communists, 
will find it useful ammunition. Here 
was a brilliant young intellectual, a 
teacher, talented in various fields, 
coming of a family of scholars and 
writers. Yet he lent himself to a 
conspiracy to debase all these v a l­ 
ues for a "show ” and for the rich 
rewards that came to him from that 
"show .” 
Foreign observers here are in­ 
terpreting this as another proof of 
the 
confusion of intellectual and 
moral values in Am erica. F o r our 
friends it is a source of great sor­ 
row. They can say it is only a 
small incident which does not v iti­ 
ate the broad attainments of Am er­ 
ican learning and scholarship in the 
thousands of educational institutions 
across the country. 
But they know the uses that will 
be made of it by enemies of A m er­ 
ica on the left and right. It will be 
held up as another bit of evidence 
that despite all the protestations 
about spiritual values, so often a r ­ 
ticulated by President Eisenhower, 
the values of the mind and the spirit 
take second place to money. 
This reporter recalls the atmos­ 
phere on the 
special train with 
Prem ier Khrushchev on the day af­ 
ter the unhappy episode in Holly­ 
wood. The can-can dance had shock­ 
ed the Khrushchev party. American 
officials traveling with the Prem ier 
knew full well the use which he could 
make of this piece of crudity. It re ­ 
mained, 
however, for one of the 
European newspaper correspond­ 
ents, 
deeply anti-Comm uni st and 
extremely knowledgeable about the 
Communist bloc, to sum up the dam­ 
age. 
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"Y o u cannot know how this has 
harmed intellectuals and artists in 
the Soviet bloc who are struggling 
for freedom of ocpression,” he said. 
* 'They believe in it so much and in 
what it has achieved in the West that 
they risk much for it. 
"N o w Khrushchev can say to them: 
‘What, you want to be like the West? 
You say you want freedom? W ell, I 
have seen it at firsthand as you 
have not, 
and 
it is vulgar and 
cheap.’ ” 
The Russian propaganda m ill is 
currently taking a moderate line on 
the United States. It can, of course, 
shift gears and come back with the 
old virulence. Little imagination is 
required to appreciate what could be 
done with the bonanza of the rigged 
quiz shows. In any event, whether 
with or without propaganda booster 
this news is being reported around 
the world. 
The general feeling in the com­ 
mittee room and among committee 
members was one of relief after Van 
Doren told all. He had so clearly 
gone through a fearful ordeal. P e r ­ 
haps the dominant emotion was one 
of sympathy with the realization that 
he had been sorely tempted. 
But within the committee there 
was also the feeling that while he 
had gone a long way in making a full 
confession 
he had not gone far 
enough. How does he propose to make 
up for what he has done, it was being 
asked when he had concluded his trial 
by public humiliation. Having re ­ 
ceived so many benefits from the 
free society in which he grew up and 
having in effect betrayed that socie­ 
ty, does he not now owe a debt above 
and beyond the law and its possible 
penalties. These are questions in the 
minds of Congressmen seriously 
concerned over the T V revelations. 


In this era of flush prosperity when 
the emphasis in government is on 
economy and cutting the corners 
frank 
speaking is comparatively 
rare. But the other day in a speech 
here Professor George F. Kennan 
summed up the American dilemma 
in words that encompass many phe­ 
nomena, among them perhaps the 
Van Doren tragedy: 


'If you ask me — as a historian 
let us say — whether a country in 
the state this country is in today, 
with no highly developed sense of 
national 
purpose, with the over­ 
whelming accent of life on personal 
comfort and amusement, 
with a 
dearth of public 
services and a 
surfeit of privately sold gadgetry, 
with a chaotic transportation sys­ 
tem, 
with 
its great urban areas 
being gradually disintegrated by the 
headlong switch to motor transpor­ 
tation, with an educational system 
where quality has been extensively 
sacrificed to quantity, and with in ­ 
sufficient social discipline even to 
keep its m ajor industries function­ 
ing without grievous interruptions 
— if you ask me whether such a 
country has, over the long run, good 
chances of competing with a pur­ 
poseful, serious and disciplined so­ 
ciety such as that of tile Soviet U n­ 
ion, I must say that the answer is

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NOWHERE TO HIDE 
If television turns its back on Van 
Doren it is completely hypocritical. 
Van Doren is as guilty a s they come, 
but he is being made the goat at 
great personal loss, while the indus­ 
tries w h ic h benefitted through his act 
and encouraged it smugly talk of let­ 
ting him go. 
It would require courage on the 
part of both the television industry 
and Van Doren to face the lights to ­ 
gether, but if it were handled co r­ 
rectly a great amount of good might 
evolve. Television is saturated with 


bad and good guys on most of its so­ 
called entertainm ent programs, and 
many tim es it makes much ado about 
the character who is a victim of c ir­ 
cumstances, but atones, and is given 
chance to make good. 
Television should study its own 
story lessons. 
We are not condoning Van Doren’s 
action. We think they were deplor­ 
able. But he is a mighty small part 
of this television m ess, and he en­ 
joys a very sympathetic following 
which would applaud a concerted ef­ 
fort involving him self and television 
to set the course straight. 
Van Doren as the principal char­ 
acter in a 
n 
avowed effort to do some­ 
thing positive about correcting tele­ 
vision wrongs might meet with wide 
approval and a large supporting 
audience. It is the kind of moral 
courage that often is appreciated by 
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m ore people than we realize and too 
seldom attempted. 
If Van Doren is as intelligent as 
ie is rated, and as millions honestly 
believe, he will not starve. B utper- 
laps he and the industry which used 
him could do something bigger than 
make a living.

TV IS EDUCATIONAL 
We cannot understand these people 
who constantly lament the lack of ed­ 
ucational program s on television. 
(Which suggests we cannot under­ 
stand ourself. And that is the most 
understandable comment we have 
made this year.) 
It is, too, educational! 
Twice within the past month we 
have seen careful demonstrations ol 
how you open a window in the black 
of night without making a sound. The 
glass is cut, does not fall shattering 
to the floor, and comes out so neat­ 
ly. All ambitious young ranch-house, 
floor men must have gained greatly 
through these s k i l l e d exhibitions and 
the price of insurance on the stain­ 
less steel cutlery can be expected to 
inflate rapidly as the newly gained 
skill is put into active use. 
Then there is that poke in the 
belly. We always have wasted our 
time, knuckles, and steam on the 
area just above our objective’s neck­ 
line. This probably explains why so 
many have blinked once o r twice and 
have shown no inclination to collapse 
in a helpless heap at our noble feet.

We hasten to note here that the po­ 
tential object of your mayhem might 
turn on your friend and refuse to a l­ 
low his arm s to be pinned. This of­ 
fers you a jolly opportunity to slug 
him in such homicidally suited areas 
as the base of his brain or the tip of 
his spine.

make women beautiful, and put mink 
coats on tv executives’ companions. 
We suggest that Van Doren buy 
la glass cutter, a mite of adhesive 
tape, and cut himself a hole in the 
right window.

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DRUG CLAIMS ATTACKED 
BY MEDICAL GROUPS 
In Wednesday's edition of this 
column we revealed a type of pub­ 
licity coming across the editor’s 
desk in which it was claimed doc­ 
tors were dependent on the adver­ 
tising done by drug firm s for in­ 
formation concerning new medi­ 
cines. We attempted to debunk this. 
In this week's issue of "Between 
The 
Lines” 
several 
efforts by 
groups are reported. In each case 
the advertising of drug companies 
was involved. Let’s see what the 
publication reported. 
• 
Under the heading, Drug Corpo­ 
ration Racketeering, the item read: 
“ REDUCING” PILLS: A recent re ­ 
port in the Journal of the American 
Medical 
Association 
reveals 
a 
multi-million dollar racket in rem ­ 
edies widely advertised as effective 
in controlling or reducing weight. 
The chemical that is so widely pro­ 
moted as an agent in many “ no 
diet” “ no prescription” tablets is 
called phenylpropanolamine. 
Three prominent drug corpora­ 
tions involved in this racketeering 
have so far had their names pro­ 
tected. Tests made on 19 patients 
reveal that the drug has no effect 
on weight conditions. 
It is estimated that $100 million 
a year is spent for weight control 
purposes, most of which goes for 
worthless reducing pills and other 
drugs for which fraudulent claims 
are made by leading drug manufac­ 
turers. The medical scientists con­ 
ducting the tests were directed by 
Dr, J. F. Fazekas of the District 
of Columbia General Hospital. 
COLD “ CURES'*: The American 
Medical Assn.'s Council on Foods 
anc! Nutrition has also courageous­ 
ly .denounced some of the large drug 
corporations by name for their ex­ 
ploitation of the public in m arket­ 
ing worthless or next to worthless 
panaceas for the common cold. In 
1955 a substance known as the 
Citroid Compound was advertised 
W 


by Clayton Laboratories, a division 
of the Grove Chemical Company, 
m akers of Bromo-Quinine. 
Full page newspaper ads intro­ 
duced the medicine with a blurb 
labelled “ An open letter to doctors 
in (name of city): Announcing m edi­ 
cine’s newest weapon for control of 
colds.” The ad played up such 
statements 
as “ New Anti-Virus 
F actor” and “ Find Relief in 24 
Hours” claiming that hundreds of 
tests made among industrial work­ 
ers proved that “ complete relief 
came with the use of Citroid Com­ 
pounds.” Other ads claimed that 18 
years research led to the discovery 
of medicine's newest weapon f o r 
control of colds — “ Citroid Com­ 
pounds.” 
Some $2 million were spent by 
Grove for the first year’s advertis­ 
ing campaign. But the American 
Medical Association and the Nation­ 
al Better Business Bureau both have 
announced that there is no evidence 
on record of research m aterials, as 
claimed, that the patent compound 
known as Citroid contained anything 
of significance for the common cold. 


The AMA reported that the Citroid 
bioflavonoid compounds “ have no or 
little value for the treatm ent of dis­ 
ease . . . no significant effect, pal­ 
liative or otherwise on colds.” 
TOOTH PASTE CLAIMS: Over $25 
million is spent annually to adver­ 
tise the 12 leading toothpastes. Doc­ 
to r S. Pearlman, representing the 
American Dental Association, ap­ 
peared before a subcommittee in 
Congress and one by one denounced 
the claims of such highly advertised 
products 
as 
Gleem with GL-70 
(Proctor and Gamble), Stripe with 
Hexachlorophene (Lever Brothers), 
Brisk (Colgate-Palmolive). 
All were torpedoed by such state­ 
ments as “ no evidence of beneficial 
effects,” “ contrary to all known 
dental practice.” Those pastes that 
recommend that one brushing in the 
morning protects the teeth all day 
are “ a fraudulent claim that dis­ 
courages sound dental practice.” 
F or another, “ this ad is grossly 
misleading and inherently harm ful.”

This 
truck, a refurbished Bell Telephone

construction 
truck ,

purchased in July and has undergone 
extensive alterations as w e l l as 
complete refinishing. The work on 
the truck, 
which originally cost 
$18,000, was done by the members 
of the organization aided by several 
interested local citizens. 
Equipment 
on 
the 
machine 
consists of many hand and power 
tools in addition to several pieces 
of specialized rescue equipment; a 
2500 watt generator used to provide 
electricity for lighting and power 
tools; about $450 worth of acetylene 
cutting 
equipment; 
a IO ton hy- 
dralic rescue set for freeing trap ­ 
ped persons from automobiles, etc.; 
basket 
and 
folding 
stretchers, 
blankets and first aid equipment 


An extension ladder and over HOO 
feet of rope are available for use 
in any emergency rescue such as 
entering and removing persons from 
a damaged building. Also included 
on the truck is a double winch and 
boom for lifting and moving heavy 
objects. 
The 
equipment carried on the 
truck is valued at between $4000 
and $5000. 
Most of the m em bers of Warren 
Rescue have had extensive rescue 
and first aid training, and train­ 
ing sessions are being held weekly 
for review as well as training new 
m em bers. 
The men and equipment of W arren 
Rescue are available for any type 
of emergency rescue work at the call 
of any person. It will also respond 
to a call for assistance from any 
fire or p o l i c e department, 
the 
sheriff’s office, or Civil Defense. 
When assisting any of these bodies, 
W arren Rescue will operate under 
orders of the officer calling for 
aid.

reading. The child learns where the 
story begins, how to turn pages, how 
to get meaning from pictures, howto 
read from left to right, and how to 
follow the sequence of events that 
brings suspense to the simplest of 
stories. Woe betide the adult who 
makes a slip in reading a fam iliar 
story I 
Surrounding the child with books 
at home will increase his interest 
in reading. Without attractive read­ 
ing m aterial, many a child turns to 
comic books and TV as his favorite 
entertainment. Usually he has never 
had a comparable array of books 
from which to select. Access to an 
interesting book should be as easy 
as access to an interesting TVpro- 
gram. 
Parents can help provide this ex­ 
tensive reading fare by patronizing 
the public library. The school li­ 
brary or the classroom library are 
other excellent sources of books and 
information about children’s read­ 
ing. Often the teacher can go one 
step further because she is able to 
suggest books that relate directly 
to classroom projects and interests. 
Borrowed books are just right for 
some kinds of reading. But a child 
needs books to call his own, and to 
go back to again and again. They will 
make reading seem a m ore intimate 
part of his life, and with books of his 
own around him he is m ore likely to 
read and reread. A small bookrack 
on a child’s bureau will give a 
fixed place for his first books of 
Mother Goose and nursery stories. 
Later, bricks and boards can make 
a convenient bookcase for his ex­ 
panding library. 
Most important; nothing encour­ 
ages a person to read as much as 
the vivid, first-hand recommenda­ 
tion of others who love reading. The 
influence of the parent is greater if 
he enjoys reading himself. And if 
parents themselves read, they are 
demonstrating to children that read­ 
ing gives continuing satisfaction. 
With such an example in the home, 
youngsters soon begin to make read­ 
ing pleasure a lifetime pleasure.

Broadcasting Company has decided 
to term inate its employment con­ 
tract with Charles Van Doren. 
Mr. Van Doren’s adm issions in 
his testimony are completely at v ar­ 
iance )vith his repeated denials of 
complicity in or knowledge of any 
rigging on “ Twenty-One” —denials 
made to the press, to the New York 
County D istrict Attorney, to the 
Grand Jury, to the viewing public 
and to his employers at NBC. 
He made these denials to NBC up 
to and including the conferences on 
October 6 and 8, 1959, leading to the 
network’s decision to relieve him of 
lis work assignments pending final 
determination of the Congressional 
investigation. 
NBC called M r. Van Doren and his 
attorney to the first of these m eet­ 
ings and informed them that his im ­ 
plication in H erbert Stempel’s pub­ 
lic testimony required that he de­ 
mand an opportunity immediately 
to testify fully before the House Sub­ 
committee. He was told that he 
would be suspended unless he did so. 
As a result, Mr. Van Doren sent the 
Subcommittee a telegram , prepared 
by his attorney, offering to testify 
if he was called, and citing his own 
denials — repeated that night to 
NBC — that he had received any 
questions or answers in advance. 
On October 7, Chairman Oren 
Harris sent Mr. Van Doren a tele­ 
gram inviting him to testify. On Oc­ 
tober 8, after it became plain to 
NBC that Mr. Van Doren was not 
responding to the invitation from the 
Subcommittee, the network acted to 
relieve him. 
This decision was prompted not 
only by his conduct in the face of the 
Congressional inquiry but by con­ 
sideration of certain admissions he 
made for the first time to NBC on 
October 6. He admitted then to 
James A . Stabile, Vice President, 
Talent and Program Contract Ad­ 
m inistration. and David L ew . Vice 


President, Television Program s and 
Talent, that he had received an offer 
of help and a request for money 
from the producer of “ Twenty- 
One.” At the same time, he de­ 
clared that he had not accepted the 
offer or granted the request, and re ­ 
iterated that he had never received 
any help on the program . Moreover, 
when NBC requested and urged him 
at the conference of October 8 to 
give the network any knowledge he 
might have of dishonesty on “ Twen­ 
ty-One,” M r. Van Doren declined 
to reply on his attorney’s advice. 
In the light of the facts that have 
now emerged, it is clear that Mr. 
Van Doren abused the confidence of 
the viewing public as a perform er 
on NBC as well as a “ Twenty-One” 
contestant. As an example, more 
than a year ago, after the start of 
the New York D istrict Attorney’s 
investigation, M r. Van Doren p re­ 
pared a statement and requested 
perm ission to read it on the “ To­ 
day” show. That permission was 
granted and ho said to the NBC 
audience: 
“ I believe in the honesty of the 
contestants 
on 
that 
p r o g r a m 
(“ Twenty-One” ) whom Iknow.Some 
of these contestants I have known 
only via the television screen, some 
I have met personally. I also be­ 
lieve in the honesty of the questions 
used on that program . I myself was 
never given any answers or told 
any questions beforehand. And as 
far as I know, none of the contest­ 
ants received any coaching of this 
so rt.” 
This statement is typical of the 
repeated assurances through which 
Mr. Van Doren masked his parti­ 
cipation in the rigging. On this 
record, we feel we cannot continue 
to present him over our facilities 
as a representative of NBC. 
While we recognize and appre­ 
ciate Mr. Van Doren’s many fine 
contributions to television in his 
appearances on the “ Today” pro­ 
gram and various educational pro­ 
grams, we do not feel we can have 
two sets of standards. Those who 
have knowingly engaged in the fraud 
of quiz show rigging must be remov­ 
ed from the broadca sting scene. With 
deep regret, we have concluded that 
no exception should be made with 
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SO, YOU WANT TO WRITE

which the author is paying 
They have been called the vanity 
publishers because they gush rn 
arge adjectives over your work and 
assure you that they certainly do 
want to publish it. And they do .. 
if you will pay the printing bill. 
There are some other types of 
publishers, too. One is the govern­ 
ment printing office. This serves 
a very definite purpose. Much that 
is published by the government nev­ 
er would be provided otherwise be­ 
cause it would not offer a good 
gamble for the publisher. Much 
informative literature is available 
here, though most citizens do not 
realize it. 
There also are the university 
and denominational presses. Again 
we have subsidy. It may be provided 
by the author, but it also may come 
from endowments or from an organ­ 
ization. This can consist very heav­ 
ily of books the doctoral candidates 
are compelled to write, or the prop­ 
aganda of organizations, including 
the religious groups. 
The one the average author must 
lean on most heavily is the com­ 
m ercial publisher. And he is just 
that. He publishes to make money. 
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Two-ply combed cotton shirts (knit by Health-tex) 
team up with narrow-wale corduroy for one of 
the snazziest sets of the season. Colors and patterns 
are matched or blended beautifully. The styling 
is sensational. Longies may be all-around 
boxers or elastic backs with suspenders. Either 
way they’re as washable as can be.

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TMS limits him very much in his 
selection of stories and authors. 
He likes to minimize his chances 
of loss. 
The author is fortunate if he re ­ 
ceives ten per cent of the retail 
price and from this he must cover 
his expenses. The publisher also 
nets about ten per cent, but he a l­ 
ready has removed his costs. 
The commercial publisher’s only 
interest in perpetuating old books 
is the existence o f t h e i r plates which 
makes their publishing economical. 
It is the only factor involved that 
saves many from being out of print. 
The author finds himself compet­ 
ing with two powerful foes. The ex­ 
isting plates of a successful book 
and the “ name” writers whose new 
books will sell a certain amount 
even if they don’t measure up to 
previous efforts. And few writers 
can live off the ten per cent. 
The author if the article comes 
up with some solutions to our pub­ 
lishing distortions that are intrig­ 
uing, such as the suggestion that 
cooperatives be formed so that the 
participants have something to say 
about what is to be published and 
read. They become publishers and 
book club members with a voice in 
the results. 
It is an article worthy of your 
study, whether you hope to reach the 
heights of authorship or enjoy the 
pleasure of having the best possible 
reading material available for your 
personal library.,

SELLING A NAME 
The commercial publisher rarely 
gambles on an unknown author be­ 
cause of the obvious economic risk 
involved. Once an author has become 
established he is a fairly safe bet. 
This reviewer may stand alone, but 
we believe this factor is largely re ­ 
sponsible (or to blame) for Robert 
Penn Warren’s latest novel “ The 
Cave” being near the top of the cur­ 
rent best-seller list. 
“ The Cave” is Warren’s sixth 
novel. His “ All the King’s Men” in 
1946 won the Pulitzer Prize. He has 
also published a short-storycollec­ 
tion, a collection of critical writings 
and four volumes of poetry, the 
most 
recent 
being 
“ Prom ises” 
wMch, in 1958, won the National 
Book Award and the Pulitzer Prize. 
With such an auspicious record, no 
publisher need fear that any work of 
Robert Penn Warren could fail to 


seH. 
“ The Cave” is selling and being 
widely read, but we wonder how many 
others feel, as we do, that they have 
been taken in on this one. And aided 
in the process by friendly reviewers 
such as o 
n 
e in a popular weekly mag­ 
azine which hailed it as 
Warren s 
finest novel. With it, Warren, twicea 
winner of the Pulitzer Prize, makes 
it seem clear that his niche will be 
way up there with Faulkner’s and 
Hawthorne’s and Melville’s.” 
A reviewer usually has a set for­ 
mula which guides his judgment in 
assessing a literary effort. 
The 
Cave” failed to attain a very high 
rating in any of this reader s list of 
requirements 
and 
the 
clincher 
comes in our regret of the time 
spent reading it. 
The 
dramatic potential, 
which 
characterizes 
Warren’s previous 
efforts, is present in this story set 
in 
Johntown, 
Tennessee, 
in the 
1950’s. A young man entombed in a 
cave becomes the magic catalyst by 
which the lives and characters of 
the main characters are transform­ 
ed. 
Influenced perhaps by a quotation 
from Plato’s The Republic, Warren 
attempts to u s e the youth trapped be­ 
neath the earth as an instrument for 
much soul-searching on the part of 
characters. In contemplating his 
precarious situation they are led to 
face the symbolic cave in their own 
lives and beings. Supposedly, they 
become acquainted with their real 
selves. 
T h e author leads them 
through a maze of “ being and non­ 
being” to the ultimate triumph in 
which they become reconciled to 
themselves and each other. 
This reviewer’s chief criticism, 
aside from the naughty language and 
the unsubtle, erotic scufflings, is 
that Warren doesn’t seem to quite 
accomplish his aim. There is the 
feeling, on the part of this reader, 
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that the changes effected in the 
lives and characters of the prin­ 
cipals, because of the cave incident, 
are only temporary: that, if the 
author had added a few more chap­ 
ters and given his characters time 
to recover from the impact of the 
tragedy they would have reacted as 
most real-life characters do . . 
revert to type. 
The first part of the novel uses 
the flashback technique to reveal the 
past lives of those closest to the 
young man in the cave: his father, 
Old Jack, once known up and down 
the valley as “ Hell’ s own high- 
stepper” but now old and dying of 
cancer; his mother, who, as a young 
schoolteacher, 
had fallen in love 
with and married Old Jack, twice 
her age; his young brother Monty, 
and Monty’s teen-age sweetheart, 
Jo -Lea; the latter’s father, a local 
banker, 
and her above-reproach 
mother; the Rev. Sumpter, in his 
youth the side-kick of Old Jack but 
now reformed and turned preacher; 
his son, Isaac, doomed (we suspect) 
to a lifetime of neuroticism; the 
Greek restaurant owner “ Nick Pap­ 
py” whose wife, a former strip­ 
tease artist, is for him the rein­ 
carnation of Jean Harlow; and Doro­ 
thy Cutlick whose presence in the 


story is for the sole purpose of pro­ 
viding i’amour for Nick and the 


banker. 
The tempo of the story is acceler­ 
ated in the middle of the book when 
it becomes known that Jasper is 
truly trapped in the cave: the entire 
countryside gathers a round; report­ 
ers, radio and TV men take over in 
a telling satire on our mass media; 
hillbilly ballad singers plunk their 
guitars; and the pages reek with 
earthy conversation. 
In the last two chapters, everyone 
seems to find himself and to know 
himself at last; the future is faced 
with high resolve but the values set­ 
tled for appear somewhat common- 
place after all the psychological 
meanderings. 
Maybe Mr. Warren will emerge 
from his cave and write us another 
story worthy of his past reputation. 
TMS is the way we feel about 
The 
Cave.” But every reader is his own 
best reviewer. 
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FINE NETWORK SHOWS 
NOT CARRIED LOCALITY 
Televiewers in this area a re being 
deprived of many splendid network 
shows and will probably continue to 
be half-starved unless demands are 
made upon the stations serving this 
region. 
For instance, CBS has a fine re ­ 
ligious series titled “ Look Up and 
Live” Sunday mornings at 10:30, at 
which time WBEN, the area’s CBS 
station, presents a children’s talent 
show called ‘‘Uncle Jerry ’s Club”

But this won’t be done unless the 
public demands it. 
In the same vein, CBS has an ex­ 
cellent

affairs 
program 
‘‘Face the Nation” which WBEN has 
carried sporadically but has now 
ditched in favor of a bowling series. 
The latter is not condemned but we 
believe WBEN would be doing a 
greater service to the public if Face 
the Nation were carried at the spec­ 
ified network hour and the bowling 
series scheduled for some other 
tim e. For instance, Sunday Face the 
Nation has a panel of experts inter­ 
viewing Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, who is a presidential 
aspirant for 1960. Surely the public 
needs to become better acquainted 
with all candidates for high offices 
as well as those who are now serv­ 
ing in government. Face the Nation 
does much to accomplish this pur­ 
pose in its interviews with people in 
public life.

F i r s t ,

was the effort to 
hush the whole thing up during the 
grand jury investigation. This cul­ 
minated in the successful effort to 
get Judge Schweitzer to suppress 
the grand jury presentment. Never 
in the ninety-year recorded history 
of the grand jury system in New 
York County has a presentment been 
suppressed (only one was expunged 
after being made public). 


* * * 
This was the silliest thing the 
broadcasters could have done. The 
presentment 
would have been a 
three-day wonder and that would 
have been that. Suppressed, it drew 
the attention of Congress who got— 
not just the presentment which men­ 
tioned no names—but the testimony 
which told everything, names and all. 
Still, the effort to suppress went on. 
In Washington, Congressman Oren 
Harris announced one day that his 
committee’s investigation would end 
the next day. 
That provoked an inquiry from 
“ The New York Herald Tribune” 
whether there wasn’t just as much 
evidence of rigging of "$64,000 
Question” as of "Twenty-One” and 
the admission that here was evidence 
of rigging on that quiz and its brother 
"$64,000 Challenge.” The next day 
the granddaddy of all the big money 
quizzes landed on the front pages 
from which it had been carefully 
shielded up to that point. Why? The 
supposition is that no one—even 
NBC, the competing network—want­ 
ed to start a scandal over a quiz 
that had been owned by the president 
of a network, and "$64,CKX) Ques­ 
tion” had been the brain child of 
Louis Cowan, president of the CBS 
television network. 
Television’s popular image had 
received a severe kick in the pants 
and the question was how to repair 
it. The forthright and honest answer 
was Dr. Frank Stanton’s —a public 
admission that television had beer 
wrong and a purge of the malprac­ 
tices. The other method—and it is 
being actively pursued—is to pre­ 
tend that nothing has really happen­ 
ed, that the whole thing is a tempest 
in a teapot, and what’s the fuss all 
about. 
• * * 
Publicists are pushing this idea— 
After all, we are only kidding and 
what harm has been done?—with a 
remarkable degree of success. Yes­ 
terday "Broadcasting” magazine, a 
consistent apologist for the industry, 
published a survey of public opinion 
happily headlined: ’ ’Hardly a Scratch 
in TV’s Image.” "The waves of pub­ 
licity generated by the television 
quiz investigation have had little 
effect on the public enjoyment and 
opinion of TV,” says the lead sen­ 
tence, leading to the suspicion the 
whole thing is a plot on the part of 
the newspapers to kick their rival 
around. Viewers think the quiz in­ 
vestigations are "silly’* and "ridic­ 
ulous,” reports the story. 
Now it has been my experience—in 
fact, you may set it down as Crosby’s 
Law—that every survey tells the guy 
who pays for it what he wants to hear. 
But even with that in mind, this sur­ 
vey doesn’t even begin to bear out 
the 
story "Broadcasting” wrote 
about it. For instance, in the small 
type, you discover that 46,000,000 
people are in FAVOR of the quiz 
investigation. That hardly bears out 
"Broadcasting” ’s conclusion that 
people think the investigation is a 


waste of the taxpayer's money (an­ 
other idea the publicists have been 
assiduously trying to plant). 
In another part of the survey 
headed "And many people hated to 
see them go,” you learn that 32,000, 
OOO people thought it was a good 
idea kicking the quizzes off the air. 
Hardly a dent in the public image? 
Thirty-two 
m i l l i o n 
disgruntled 
viewers make quite a dent. (Actually, 
there were many more disgusted 
viewers concealed under a heading 
“ conditional.”) 
Let’s be sensible. There a re many 
people who think the furore over the 
quizzes has gone way beyond the 
bounds of reason—but then these 
same people never got very excited 
about Charles Van Doren’s winning 
all that money in the first place. The 
people most deeply disappointed in 
the quiz rigging are those who made 
"Twenty-One” a popular show. 
You can’t have it both ways. The 
people who think the quiz investiga­ 
tions are a lot of nonsense are the 
same ones who think television is 
largely malarky anyhow. The view­ 
ers who are shocked are those who 
take TV seriously—and it is with the 
opinion of those people that televi­ 
sion should most actively concern 
itself. 
Television can’t revel in the pop­ 
ularity of its heroes one moment and 
the next minute dismiss them as of 
no importance.

subject to strict rules against men­ 
tioning lotteries. Rules of the FCC 
lave included a ban on broadcasting 
of lottery information since 1954. 
And they have been upheld by the 
Supreme Court. While newspapers 
are fined for such violations, the 
radio station may lose its license 
to operate. It isn't worth the chance. 
Down in the blue grass country 
a newspaper was threatened by lo­ 
cal promoters who wanted to adver­ 
tise a lottery. If the paper wouldn't 
go along by winking at the law the 
advertisers said they would give 
their business to the radio. The 
paper refused to publish news about 
the lottery and asked the National 
Editorial Association for advice. 
The pertinent FCC rule was sup­ 
plied as follows: 


“ An application for construction 
permit, license, renewal of license, 
or any other authorization for the 
operation of a broadcast station will 
not be granted where the applicant 
proposes to follow or continue to fol­ 
low a policy or practice of broad­ 
casting or permitting ‘the broad­ 
casting of, any advertisement of or 
information concerning any lottery, 
gift enterprise, or sim ilar scheme, 
offering prizes dependent in whole 
or in part upon lot or chance, or any 
list of the prizes drawn or awarded 
by means of any such lottery, gift 
enterprise, or scheme, whether said 
list contains any part or all of such 
prizes'. 
“ The determination whether a 
particular program comes within the 
provisions of paragraph (a) of this 
section depends on the facts of each 
case. However, theCommission will 
in any event consider that a program 
comes within the provisions of para­ 
graph (a) of this section if in connec­ 
tion with such program a prize con­ 
sisting of money or thing of value is 
awarded to any person whose selec­ 
tion is dependent in whole or in part 
upon lot or chance, if as a condition

of winning or competing for such 
prize, such winner or winners are 
required to furnish any money or 
thing of value or are required to 
have in their possession any product 
sold, manufactured, furnished or 
distributed by a sponsor of a pro­ 
gram broadcast on the station in 
question.”

DISCRIMINATION CLAIMED 
The inland waterway interests are 
fighting a bill which they claim will 
prove costly to the nation by giving 
the railroads control of all heavy 
transportation. 
T h i s 
legislation 
would place the waterway facilities 
in the hands of the railroads. 
If this is true, obviously the rates 
in some areas would change. It has 
been revealed many times that water 
transportation often forces the rail­ 
roads to lower their rates in the 
areas where such service competes. 
But it *also is claimed that they make 
up for it by charging high rates where 
water craft is not available. 
All of this publicity must be very 
confusing to the public which has 
been handed ream s of publicity by 
the river transportation boys to the 
effect that water transportation does 
not harm the railroads. It has been 
argued that it actually makes more 
business for them, lf this is so why 
do they lower their rates to a point 
of loss? 
There are answers to all of these 
maneuvers and statements, and it is 
not our intention to unmask either 
side. We have a financial investment 
in both systems, as a look at history 
and the books will tell you. And both 
will be a powerful force in our trans­ 
portation of the future. We see no 
reason for laws which will give 
either an advantage. 
Here, again, we have need for a 
controlling policy, and we believe 
that if we are to compete with strong 
centralized governments we, too, 
must have centralized control, and 
perhaps we need a transportation 
seat in our cabinet. The difference 
in our system, of course, is that the 
people control the system. If they 
will.

The most played composer in 
Europe, Luigi Nono, will be pre­ 
miered when the orchestra does his 
Due espressioni per orchestra” . 
In case you don't know what the 
erudite in music call a hair-raiser, 
it is a description of polyrhythmic, 
polygonal, or docecaphonic music. 
We, of tile lay mob, would call it 
modern. The concerts are at 8:40 
Friday evening, and 3:10 Sunday af­ 
ternoon, in the Syria Mosque. 


Dreams, fortunately, are free, 
and — as far as I know — no one 
las ever been able to rig them by 
means other than a Welsh rabbit. 
(Although, in view of psychic hocus­ 
pocus, I may merely be revealing 
my innocence. Or, worse yet, my 
ignorance.) 
But to the point: recently the 
press’s 
premier 
pundit, 
Walter 
Lippmann, wrote a powerful col­ 
umn on the current teevee scandals 
and dreamed aloud of a cure for the 
grievous ills to which the medium 
has permitted itself to be ^e*r* 
Mr. Lippmann dreamed of “ one 
network (which) can be run as a 
public service with its criterion not 
what will be most popular but good.” 
He dreamed further of a network 
that would not be attractive to the 
largest m ass audience but to an in­ 
fluential one. 
“ The force of a good example is j 
a great force and should not be 
underrated,” he continued, describ­ 
ing teevee as “ a mighty instrument 
of education for good or evil,” as 
we all know it to be. 
The columnist faces the hard fact 
that such a network could come into 
being and exist only through sub­ 
sidization and endowment by point­ 
ing out that universities, public 
schools, 
space exploration, med­ 
ical research and even churches, 
“ which cannot be run for profit, 
exist because of endowment and 
subsidy. 
This is a noble dream of Mr. 
Lippmann's. But it is one, I ll guar­ 
antee, that will be fought tooth and 
nail by the teevee industry itself 
just as it has fought, connived and 
lobbied against even a trial run for 
pay teevee. So far the industry has 
successfully stymied the Federal 
Communications Commissions, it­ 
self touched with scandal, in an 
experimental period for pay tele­ 


vision. 
Even if some of the Borbdingnag 
foundations got together to endow 
and subsidize such a network as 
Mr. Lippmann envisions, what would 
be their chances of getting a prime 
channel? If the teevee industry o r­ 
ganized its power, muscles anil 
money to fend off pay teevee, im ­ 
agine what it would do to prevent 
a pilot network that would show it 
up in all its fifth-rate shoddy. 
Occasionally some sop is tossed 
the teevee public with a splendid 
program, such as Edward R. Mur- 
row on “ M issiles” and Sir Laur­ 
ence Olivier in “ The Moon and Six­ 
pence.” But by and large, with the 
exception of news broadcasts, the 
teevee fare ground out day by day 
is calculated to make anyone with 
a high-school education frow up. 


There occurs daily, with a deadly 
monotony, a teevee specialty that I 
find far more dangerous than the 
current exposures of rigged teevee 
shows. And that is teevee’s moronic 
devotion to violence in any form. 
It is one woman’s opinion that 
this grinding, hour-by-hour glor­ 
ification of the most low and vulgar 
forms of violence is far more dam­ 
aging to public morality and much 
more contributary to juvenile de­ 
linquency than all the quiz-show 
dishonesty multiplied by IOO. And I 
don’t want to exempt the movies from 
this indictment, either. 


Who can doubt that television’s 
potential as a revolutionary educa­ 
tion instrument is second only to 
the invention of the printing press? 
But who can doubt, either, that the 
potential 
has been subverted to 
means largely ignoble? 
Mr. Lippmann dreams of a sub­ 
sidized, endowed network that would 
guide and goad commercial teevee 
into better ways. I dream of a pay 
teevee network that would do the 
same thing. But I think we are both 
jinxed by the teevee lobby. Only an 
aroused public can lick this particu 
lar city hall.
